otber is a su lpbu r spriDg used only as 
a medicine. The latter is clear, bu t 
tastes very strong of su lphu r. The 
hotel was a famou s su mmer resor, 
and the swell people of Philadelphia 
and Baltimore 
used 
to spend 
a 
part 
of the 
su mmer 
here, 
and 
paid 
123.00 
a 
week 
board. . 
Another place visited was the bat j 
tie field of Getty sbu rg, with a gu ide to 
drive us over the battle field, which is 
composed of 24 sq u are miles 
six teen 
thou sand acres, bu t not ail owned by 
tbe government as y et. These grou nds 
are grand almost bey ond description 
One hut dred men are engaged daily 
taking care of the beau tifu l green 
grass, lovely shade trees and flowers 
and the large monu ments of the gen­ 
erals and those of the different regi- 
m nts of the states. 
Then there is a long row of small 
headstones with inscriptions of the 
soldiers of the Union 
army , 
who 
fou ght so bravely in defence of their 
cou ntry , and another long colu mn of 
headstones to mark the gaves of the 
u nknown dead. The large rocks and 
bowlders and little hills add to the 
beau ty of tbe grou nds. 
There are five towers of iron frame 
work one hu ndred feet high bu ilt on 
a hillside. 
We climbed to the top of 
one of these and bad a view of the 
battle field. The Confederate battle 
field is kept u p ju st as nice as 
the 
u nion ex cept there are no flowers 
there and only one lone monu ment 
on tbe field. 
Then we visited 
an old Qu aker 
’'meeting hou se." 
William Penn in 
his will left money to pu rchase the 
grou nd and ereot six teen of these 
chu rches in a part of the state of 
Ponnsy ivania. 
The one I mention is 
not u sed now ex oept once a y ear a 
service m u st be held in order to hold 
the chu rch, There are no Qu akers 
living in th a t immediate commu nity . 
The chu rch is bu ilt of stone, and the 
irterior looked strange to u s. 
No 
paint or paper to adorn the bare 
walls. Ju st boarded u p inside and 
straight back seats and desk for tbe 
speaker. A bare floor, two stoves to 
heat it and kerosene lamps. There 
is a partition 
ru nning 
throu gh 
the 
centre, 
a 
sort 
of 
sliding 
door. Tbe men sat oa one 
side 
and 
the 
women 
on 
the other 
The sq u irrels have taken possession 
of one stove and have filled it with 
walau ts, lay ing in their winter su p­ 
ply , 
We walked throu gh the grave 
y ard adjoining the chu rch and read 
the inscriptions on the grave stones. 
Some were dated 179 1, and others 
1821. There are ten or twenty acres 
of grou nd with the chu rch. 
In the state capital at Harrisbu rg 
we saw all the old battle flags, some 
bo in tatters th at scarcely any thing 
Is left. There is a capitol bu ilding 
now belDg bu ilt. 
And last, (bu t of 
no less interest to us) was the old log 
hou se, the birthplace of my hu sband. 
The bou se is not u sed any more, as it 
is an old bu ilding and left to go to 
rack.
